Dark  Africa 
On  Films 

Lions,  tigers  and  baboons  ran 
rampant  over  the  screen  when 
James  Green  of  Natrona  Heights 
showed  spectacular  films  of  his 
travels  in  Africa  for  members  of 
the  Saxonburg  District  Woman's 
Club  Monday  evening. 

Preceding  the  showing  of  his 
films.  Mr.  Green  told  a little  of 
the  geographic  and  economic  sit- 
uation of  the  country  so  myster- 
ious to  most  people.  He  said 
that  in  Africa  were  found  t h e 
largest  gold  mines,  the  largest 
uranium  mines,  the  world's 
greatest  copper  mines,  and  enor- 
mous supplies  of  coal.  But.  des- 
pite the  vast  mineral  wealth  of 
the  country,  most  of  the  natives 
live  in  great  poverty. 

Mr.  Green  said  that  most  of 
the  mineral  output  was  controll- 
ed by  European  countries  — for- 
eigners live  well  in  Africa,  with 
the  help  available  at  S10  a month, 
while  the  average  wage  paid  to 
a black  miner  is  S.14  a day. 

Owing  to  economic  conditions, 
Mr.  Green  reported,  there  is  a 
state  of  “seething  unrest”  in  Af- 
rica. with  natives  anxious  for 
- their  independence.  He  felt  the 
future  held  little  peace  for  Afri- 
~ea.

Man  Who  Helped  Build  Line 
Retires  After  44  Years

line  are  being  hauled  away  and 
the  Hoosier.  Ray  Straughn,  of 
Kepple  Station,  near  Sarver,  has 
retired  after  44  years  of  serv- 
ice, many  of  them  as  foreman 
of  the  pipeline. 

On  the  day  of  his  retirement. 
Aug.  1.  Mr.  Straughn  was  chief 
deliveryman  foreman,  for  the  88 
Tiile  section  of  the  Tuscarora  Oil 


County  to  the  Beaver  River.  Be 
fore  his  last  post,  Mr.  Straughn 
served  as  engineer  assistant,  as- 
sistant line  foreman  and  chief 
engineer.  As  deliveryman  fore- 
man he  was  in  charge  of  leak 
repairs,  the  Indiana  storage  plant 
and  clearing  of  the  right-of-way 
for  the  pipeline. 

The  Tuscarora  pipeline  was 
laid  in  1908  for  the  shipment  of 
crude  oil  from  the  west  to  Stan- 
dard Oil  Corp.  refining  plants  in 
New  Jersey. 

Converted  in  1929 

It  was  used  for  that  purpose 
until  1929  when  the  line  was  con- 
verted for  the  transport  of  re- 
fined products  from  Bay  Way, 
New  Jersey,  to  Midland,  Pa.  This 
continued  until  World  War  2 
when  crude  oil  was  again  ship- 
ped east. 

For  the  past  two  years  the 
Tuscarora  company  has  been 

building  a new  pipeline.  This  is 


now  completed,  and  the  old  pipe- 
line has  been  dug  up.  The  new 
line  will  transport  from  east  to 
west. 

As  workmen  dismantled  the 
old  pipeline  a yard  was  set  up 
near  Mr.  Straughn’s  home  where 
the  reclaimed  pipe  was  cleaned, 
straightened  and  piled  ready  for 
shipment. 

The  new  line,  which  is  12  miles 
shorter  than  the  old  one,  was  laid 
almost  all  by  machine.  This  was 
not  the  case  with  the  line  Ray 
Straughn  helped  to  lay  44  years 
ago. 

All  of  the  work  on  the  original 
line  was  done  by  hand.  Even 
bends  in  the  pipe  were  made  by 
hand. 

Machines  Used  Now 
The  ditch  for  the  new  pipeline 
was  dug  by  machines.  The  men 
who  helped  dig  the  ditch  in  1908 
can  appreciate  that.  They  dug 
every  inch  of  the  old  ditch  by 
hand.  And  the  ditches  were  at 
least  three  feet  deep,  and  in 
some  places  deeper  because  it 
was  often  easier  to  dig  a deeper  < 
ditch  than  bend  the  pipe. 

The  line  laying  crew  contain- 
ed as  many  as  350  men.  There 
were  usually  about  250  men  in 
the  ditch  digging  crew  and  90 
to  a 100  in  the  tong  crew  which 
handled  the  pipe.  Pipes  were 
dragged  from  one  point  to  an- 
other by  local  farmers  and 
teams. 

The  large  group  of  men  lived 
in  camps  similar  to  lumber 
camps.  “There’s  no  boarding 
house  today  where  the  food  is 
as  good  as  it  was  in  those 
samps."  Mr.  Straughn  remem- 
bers with  a smile. 

Last  week  Mr.  Straughn  left 
for  a two  months  vacation  in 
he  midwest.  He  plans  to  visit 
lis  mother  who  lives  in  Rich- 
/ille.  Ind.,  and  his  brother  in 
Soodland,  Kan.  He  and  his  bro- 
ther will  tour  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tain states  together. 

Three  Sons,  Three  Daughters 
But  after  44  years  Mr. 
Straughn  isn’t  planning  to  leave 
his  adopted  state  for  long.  “I 
couldn’t  leave  now.  because  I 
like  it  here  and  besides  all  by 
children  live  here,"  he  says.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Straughn  have  three 
daughters  and  three  sons  living 
in  the  district. 

They  are:  Mrs.  Bernice  Lawr- 
ence, of  Johnstown:  Mrs.  Made- 
line Myers,  who  lives  nearby: 
Mrs.  Helen  Brewer,  at  home; 
Glenn,  of  Silverville  road,  near 
Freeport:  Raymond,  of  Freeport 
and  Edward,  of  Saxonburg. 

After  returning  to  Pennsylva- 
nia Mr.  Straughn  plans  to  devote 
most  of  his  time  to  his  favorite 
hobbies,  hunting  and  fishing.
